districts of Ireland was 22.4 a thousand of the population. The lowest 
rate was recorded in Drogheda, viz, 7.6, and the highest in Armagh 
viz, 49.9 a thousand. In Dublin and suburbs 151 deaths were registered, 
including enteric fever, 2 ; whooping cough, 3 ; diphtheria, 1, and 
scarlet fever, 1. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the week 
ended May 14 correspond to an annual rate of 19.8 a thousand of the 
population, which is estimated at 1,568,536. The lowest mortality was 
recorded in Perth, viz, 10.2, and the highest in Glasgow, viz, 23.3 a 
thousand. The aggregate number of deaths registered from all causes 
was 596, including measles, 32 ; scarlet fever, 4 ; diphtheria, 3, and 
whooping cough, 26.
